Often  my  thoughts  return  to 
the  pleasant  memories  of  dental 
school,  my  instructors,  and 
classmates.  I  will  always  be 
grateful  for  the  efforts  my  instruc- 
tors made  in  trying  to  teach  me 
something  about  dentistry  as  well 
as  their  good  advice.  One  morn- 
ing after  a  party  Dr.  Little  told  me 
that  the  only  perfect  wife  was 
someone  else's  and  advised  me  to 
stick  to  someone  else's.  So  far,  I 
have  successfully  followed  his 
advice  and  have  been  lucky  in  all 
my  love  affairs.  I  guess  the  truth 
is  that  no  girl  wanted  me. 

Having  spent  over  30  years  in 
the  U.S.  Navy  Dental  Corps,  I  am 
now  in  private  practice  on  the 
family  farm  in  Woodford,  Vir- 
ginia. 


Not  long  after  being  in  commu- 
nity practice,  a  customer  came  in 
the  pharmacy  asking  for  some- 
thing to  treat  a  strain.

He 
coached  me  and  drew  diagrams 
on  spermatagenesis  and  oogene- 
sis, and  his  help  enabled  me  to 
pass  histology. 

Other  well  remembered  profes- 
sors were  Dr.  Harvey  Haig, 
pharmacology,  and  Dr.  Kinloch 
Nelson,  internal  medicine.

Work  On  Clinic  Begins  In  November 


Work  on  the  new  $533,000 
seven-story  out-patient  clinic 
building  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia,  financed  by  the  Public 
Works  Administration  and  an 
anonymous  donor,  will  begin  in 
November,  and  will  be  pushed  in 
the  hope  that  the  structure  will 
be  ready  when  the  college  opens 
next  fall.  Dr.  W.  T.  Sanger,  presi- 
dent, announced  Saturday. 

The  new  out-patient  clinic 
building,  to  be  located  on  the 
southeast  corner  of  TWelfth  and 
Marshall  Streets,  wiU  bring  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  a  full 
step  nearer  its  projected  plan  of 
a  complete  medical  center.  Dr. 
Sanger  explained. 

The  full  plan  calls  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  12-story  hospital 
on  the  northeast  corner  of 
Twelfth  and  Broad  Streets,  back- 
to-back  with  the  clinic  building 
and  immediately  across  Broad 
Street  from  the  present  Memo- 
rial Hospital.

Radium  For  Cancer 
Treatment 

With  the  gift  by  an  unnamed 
donor  of  250  milligrams  of  ra-

"real  Christmas  present,"  hospi- 
tal officials  said.

It  was  announced  yesterday 
from  the  office  of  President  W.  T.

The  cost  of  educating  medical 
students  is  nearly  twice  as  great 
per  capita  at  the  University  of 
Virginia  than  at  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia,  according  to 
Wm.  H.  Stauffer,  State  tax  econ- 
omist. 

The  State  tax  economist  calcu- 
lated the  per  capita  instruction 
cost  in  the  field  of  medicine  to  be 
$695.51  per  capita  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia,  while  it  is 
only  $355. 19  at  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia. 

The  fact  is  partially  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  a  great  many 
Richmond  specialists  furnish 
free  instruction  here  at  M.  C.  V.

CoUege  Health 
Services  Expand 

Recently  released  reports  on 
the  health  services  rendered  by 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
during  the  period  1934-35, 
show  a  decided  increase  in  ser- 
vices rendered  over  the  period  of 
1933-34.  Fundamental  services 
as  performed  by  the  college 
through  its  hospitals  and  clinics 
increased  from  a  total  of  67,888 
in  1929-30  to  105,102  in  1933- 
34,  and  to  107,787  in  1934-35. 

The  following  figures  wiU  give 
some  idea  of  the  health  services 
rendered  by  the  college  during 
the  past  year: 

42,466  different  individuals, 
which  is  more  than  the  total 
population  of  Lynchburg,  were 
given  107,787  health  services. 

Over  9,000  were  admitted  to 
the  college  hospitals  and  stayed 
there  an  average  of  thirteen 
days. 

There  were  66,094  visits  made 
to  the  Outpatient  Department. 

Over  11,000  patients  were 
treated  in  the  emergency  room. 

The  Department  of  Pharmacy 
filled  13,104  prescriptions  for 
the  Hospital  Division,  and 
25,189  for  the  Outpatient  De- 
partment. 

18,461  visits  were  handled  by 
the  Dental  Infirmary.

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Smithsonian  Institute 
Announces  Progress 
on  Rocket  Ship 

Washington,  D.C.  (ACP)— Pro- 
gress in  actual  scientific  develop- 
ment of  a  "rocket  ship"  which 
may  eventually  carry  a  human 
being  to  enormous  heights  has 
been  reported  at  the  Smithso- 
nian Institute  here. 

Although  admitting  the  great 
practical  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
even  the  first  step,  Smithsonian 
scientists  announced  that  Dr. 
Robert  H.  Goddard,  of  Clark  Uni- 
versity, has  developed  a  satisfac- 
tory motor  for  the  rocket.  It  is  a 
combustion  chamber  from 
which  are  ejected  the  exploding 
liquids  which  give  propulsive 
power,  and  it  yields  uie  terrific 
horsepower  of  200  per  pound  of 
its  own  weight,  with  possible 
speeds  as  high  as  700  miles  an 
hour.

Washington,  D.C. — Dr.  Henry 
C.  Sherman  of  Columbia  Univer- 
sity predicted  yesterday  that 
seven  years  can  be  added  to  the 
average  length  of  human  life  by  a 
diet  adequate  in  four  essentiads. 

He  cited  postponement  of  se- 
nility as  another  advantage  of 
what  he  described  as  "optimum" 
eating  of  calcium,  protein;  vita- 
min A,  which  promotes  growth, 
and  vitamin  G,  known  princi- 
pally as  a  preventer  of  pellagra. 


M.  C.  V.  Receives 
Funds  For  Repairs 

J.  R.  McCauley,  secretary-trea- 
surer of  the  college,  has  an- 
nounced that  the  Medical  Col- 
lege has  just  received  two  grants 
from  the  federal  government  to- 
taling $24, 123.

Funds  for  this  project  in- 
clude $9,500  for  the  payroll,  and 
$635.00  for  materials.

Woodrow  Byrum  has  pre- 
sented a  petition  bearing  the  sig- 
nature of  practically  every  stu- 
dent in  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
to  Dr.  W.  T.  Sanger,  requesting 
that  the  present  activities  fee  be 
increased  by  one  dollar  for  each 
Pharmacy  student,  and  that  this 
sum  be  turned  over  to  the  Mor- 
tar and  Pestle  Club  to  sponsor 
student  activities.

Heavy  Eating  Called 
Enemy  of  Weak  Heart 

Chicago. — Big  meals  were 
named  recently  in  the  Journal  of 
the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion as  the  No.  1  enemies  of 
weak  hearts. 

Heavy  eating  is  a  major  "pre- 
cipitating cause"  of  death  from 
coronary  thrombosis,  or  heart 
block.  Dr.  Cadis  Phipps,  of  Bos- 
ton, said  in  a  study  of  fatalities 
from  this  ailment. 

It  is  better  for  susceptibles  to 
eat  smaller  meals  and  more  of 
them  than  to  jam  the  digestive 
system  with  excessive  amounts 
of  food  at  one  time,  the  New 
Englander  asserted. 

Dr.  Phipps  emphasized  the 
small  ratio  of  coronary  thrombo- 
sis deaths  which  occurred  as  a 
result  of  exercise  or  physical 
stress. 

In  437  cases,  he  said,  he  found 
60  per  cent  of  the  deaths  "in  no 
way  related"  to  physical  strain. 
Of  the  remaining  40  per  cent,  17 
per  cent  followed  mild  exercise, 
such  as  walking  or  running  a 
machine. 

Significantly,  half  of  the 
deaths  "during  so  called  exer- 
tion" came  within  an  hour  after 
a  meal.

97  Years  of  Progress 
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Presidential 
Profile

She  has  a  thousand  stories  about 
a  thousand  people  she's  met  over 
the  years,  and  she  tells  them  with 
loving  humor  and  laughing  eyes. 
Seated  on  a  plush  sofa  in  her  Fan 
home,  MCV  Alumni  Association 
president-elect  Mrs.  Marianne 
Rollings  reminisced  about  her  life 
in  Richmond.  A  1963  graduate  of 
MCV's  School  of  Pharmacy, 
Rollings  had  been  active  in 
Richmond's  professional  societies 
for  20  years. 

"One  of  the  reasons  I'm  so 
excited  about  being  president  of 
the  Alumni  Association  is  that  I'll 
get  to  interact  with  the  graduates, 
some  of  whom  graduated  50  years 
ago,"  said  Rollings.  "Think  of  the 
wealth  of  experience  they  have  to 
share." 

Another  challenge  is  the  chance 
to  have  an  impact  on  students' 
futures  which  she  views  as  a 
major  function  of  an  alumni 
association.  Rollings  plans  to 
encourage  active  alumni  participa- 
tion in  the  MCV  Campus  out- 
reach program,  in  which  medical 
practitioners  act  as  mentors  and 
advisors  to  students  in  their  field 
prior  to  graduation.  "We  as 
alumni  have  a  special  opportunity 
to  allow  these  students  to  see 
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health  care  through  our  various 
professional  eyes  and  I  think 
that's  wonderful,"  she  said. 

Relaxing  is  not  a  big  part  of 
Rollings'  life.  Leisure  time  is 
divided  between  her  responsibili- 
ties as  president  of  the  Virginia 
Pharmaceutical  Association, 
president  of  the  Virginia  Associa- 
tion of  Professions  and  member- 
ship in  some  30  other  civic  and 
social  organizations.  "I'm  a 
people  person,"  she  said.  "I  love 
to  be  busy,  and  I've  met  some 
fascinating  people  through 
lobbying  and  my  professional 
pursuits." 

One  of  her  favorite  activities  is 
the  Adult  Health  Development 
Program  at  Camp  Friendship  in 
Palmyra  where  she  lectures  on 
drug  use,  interaction,  and  storage 
to  campers  whose  mean  age  is  72. 
The  camp  is  run  as  a  part  of  the 
Elder  Care  Program  by  the 
University  of  Maryland.  The 
theory  behind  the  program  is  that 
the  elderly  stay  more  vital  if 
they're  physically  fit.  She  notes 
that  her  first  seminar  was  delayed 
because  the  campers  were  white- 
water  rafting. 

Another  project  she  strongly 
believes  in  is  the  National  Board 
of  Pharmacy's  Task  Force  on  the 
Impaired  Pharmacist.  "Estimates 
are  that  10  percent  of  the  general 
population  is  impaired  by  drugs 
or  alcohol,  so  this  committee  is 
intended  to  work  with  rather  than 
punish  pharmacists  with  a 
problem,"  said  Rollings. 

A  pharmacist  with  Standard 
Drug  Company  for  18  years. 
Rollings  acknowledges  that  she's 
comfortable  in  community  prac- 
tice where  she  gets  to  know  her 
customers  personally  and  has 
seen  babes-in-arms  grow  into 
teenagers.  'Tn  a  hospital,  you 
don't  see  your  patients  and  you 
don't  get  to  know  how  they're 
progressing,"  she  noted.  "Here 
you  get  to  be  special  to  all  ages, 
and  you  do  that  by  making  them 
special  to  you." 


Making  people  feel  special 
includes  judging  the  National 
Patient  Counseling  Competition 
and  membership  in  several 
consumer  education  and  interac- 
tion groups.  The  Virginia  Pharma- 
ceutical Association's  Consumer 
Advisory  Council,  which  she 
founded,  was  so  successful  at 
dealing  with  concerns  of  the 
public  that  it  became  the  proto- 
type for  a  number  of  other 
councils  in  the  region.  Typical 
questions  center  on  the  prices  of 
drugs  and  confidence  in  generics. 
"Besides  answering  questions, 
you  wouldn't  believe  how  many 
football  players  I've  had  to  teach 
to  take  tablets,"  she  said,  chuck- 
ling. "I  always  keep  lots  of 
M&M's  on  hand  to  illustrate  the 
technique." 

She  is  also  active  in  the  Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical  Association's 
Political  Action  Committee.  She 
still  laughs  at  the  first  region  of 
representation  she  was  given  that 
included  West  Virginia,  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  Maryland,  Virginia, 
and  Hawaii.  "Hawaii?"  she  asked 
incredulously.  She  now  repre- 
sents two  regions  which  extend 
from  Canada  to  Virginia. 

Even  with  so  many  activities, 
the  Alumni  Association  holds  a 
special  place  in  her  heart.  "When 
I  was  at  MCV,  there  was  an  esprit 
de  corps  formed  by  a  sense  of 
closeness  and  belonging,"  Roll- 
ings said.  "Alumni  are  an  excel- 
lent support  system  to  share  that 
specialness  with  the  students." 
According  to  Rollings,  interaction 
between  students  and  alumni 
provides  a  vital  segue  for  students 
into  the  professional  medical 
community.  With  contacts  and 
network  established,  the  graduate 
enters  the  work  force  with  the 
advantage  of  a  ready-made 
system  for  advice  and  advance- 


ment that  otherwise  might  take 
years  to  build. 

One  of  the  major  projects  that 
Rollings  will  focus  her  attention 
on  as  president  is  the  restoration 
of  the  Maupin-Maury  House.  The 
Virginia  Historical  Landmark  will 
be  moved  across  the  street  from 
its  present  Clay  Street  address  to 
the  historic  block  of  the  Valentine 
Museum  and  will  be  completely 
renovated.  Rollings  envisions  the 
house  as  a  center  for  continuing 
education,  an  access  resource 
center,  and  a  faculty  club.  "I  think 
it's  vital  for  the  alumni  to  have 
some  place  to  socialize  in  order  to 
renew  the  esprit  de  corps,"  she 
mused.  She  also  hopes  to  estab- 
lish the  house  as  center  for 
student-alumni  interaction  with 
dances  and  meetings  of  profes- 
sional organizations. 

"We  all  owe  our  school  a  debt," 
she  said.  "Most  people  don't 
recognize  that  until  they  get 
personally  involved,  and  a  nice 
alumni  space  will  draw  them 
down  here  again."

Miss  Elizabeth  C.  Reitz 

Portraits  To  Be 
Presented 

Portraits  of  two  early  deans  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  will  be  un- 
veiled during  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association 
of  VCU  on  May  17. 

Dr.  A.  E.  Hodges,  Jr.  (D.D.S. 
'56),  president  of  the  association, 
will  preside  during  the  ceremony 
with  the  presentations  being 
made  by  Mrs.  Anne  F.  Mahoney 
(nursing  '29)  and  Miss  Elizabeth 
K.  Ryan  (nursing  '30).  The  light 
oil  portraits,  gifts  from  the  Nurs- 
ing Division  of  the  alumni  associ- 
ation, will  be  placed  in  the 
Nursing  Education  Building  with 
those  of  all  of  the  other  deans  of 
the  School  of  Nursing. 

Miss  Reitz,  a  graduate  of  the 
Woman's  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing  in  Buffalo,  New  York, 
was  named  director  of  the  MCV 
School  of  Nursing  and  Saint 
Philip  School  of  Nursing  in  1922. 
In  1925  when  the  MCV  School  of 
Nursing  was  coordinated  with  the 
other  schools  of  the  college,  she 
became  the  first  dean,  a  position 
she  held  until  1929. 

During  the  period  Miss  Reitz 
headed  the  two  schools  of  nurs- 
ing, many  improvements  were 
made:  entrance  requirements 
were  upgraded,  a  full-time 
instructor  was  employed,  addi- 
tional supervisory  personnel  were 
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added,  a  "central  school  of 
nursing"  for  teaching  the  basic 
sciences  to  students  in  the  prelim- 
inary term  was  begun,  and  a  new 
nurses'  dormitory  (now  the 
Nursing  Education  Building)  was 
opened. 

Miss  Ziegler  succeeded  Miss 
Reitz  as  dean  of  the  MCV  School 
of  Nursing,  director  of  the  Saint 
Philip  School  of  Nursing,  and 
director  of  nursing  service  for  the 
College  Hospitals.  A  graduate  of 
Virginia  Intermont  Junior  College, 
she  taught  school  before  graduat- 
ing from  the  Johns  Hopkins 
Univeristy  School  of  Nursing.  She 
received  her  bachelor  of  science 
degree  from  Teachers  College, 
Columbia  University. 

Many  alumnae  remember  Miss 
Ziegler  as  a  leader  who  effectively 
advocated  nursing  standards  that 
would  improve  nursing  care  in 
hospitals  as  well  as  in  other 
settings.  She  held  many  offices  in 
state  and  national  professional 
nursing  organizations,  including 
the  presidency  of  the  Graduate 
Nurses  Association  of  Virginia 
and  chairmanship  of  the  commit- 
tee on  eligibility  of  the  Nursing 
League  of  Nursing  Education.  She 
left  MCV  in  1938  to  become  dean 
of  the  Vanderbilt  University 
School  of  Nursing,  a  position  she 
held  until  1949  when  she  resigned 
and  married.  She  died  in  1963. 


School  of  Dentistry 
Receives  Pew 
Award 

The  School  of  Dentistry  is  one  of 
only  21  schools  in  the  country  to 
receive  a  grant  from  the  Pew 
National  Education  Program  to 
develop  plans  for  major  institu- 
tional changes. 

The  $92,500  grant  is  being  used 
to  assess  the  dental  school's  role 
in  patient  care,  research,  and 
service  in  preparing  practitioners 
for  the  delivery  of  oral  health  care 
throughout  Virginia.  Faculty 
practitioners,  patients,  alumni, 
and  individuals  from  the  public 
sector  are  sharing  planning. 
Following  careful  evaluation,  the 
school  will  implement  strategies 
for  change  that  will  serve  as  the 
basis  for  applying  for  the  second 
phase  of  the  program. 

MCV  Campus 
Fares  Well  in 
General  Assembly 

According  to  Ralph  M.  Ware,  Jr., 
(B.S.  pharmacy  '42)  special 
assistant  to  the  president  of  VCU 
for  legislative  relations,  the  MCV 
Campus  fared  well  in  the  1986 
General  Assembly. 

Key  line  appropriations  made 
above  the  operating  budget 
approved  for  the  1986-1988 
biennium  include 

•  $500,000  for  the  Massey 
Cancer  Center  for  1986-88. 

•  $50,000  each  year  of  the 
biennium  for  the  School  of 
Pharmacy's  Clerkship  Program. 

•  A  pool  of  funds  to  provide  an 
11.75  percent  increase  for  teach- 
ing and  research  faculty,  10 
percent  for  administrative  faculty, 
and  6.58  percent  for  part-time 
faculty.  State  classified  personnel 
will  receive  a  4.5  percent  regrade. 
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plus,  if  eligible,  a  4.5  percent 
proficiency  increase.  AH  salary 
increases  are  for  the  first  year 
only. 

•  A  $30  million  biennial  in- 
crease over  current  appropria- 
tions, an  approximately  40 
percent  increase,  for  hospital 
indigent  care  appropriations. 

•  $2,077,000  for  renovation  of 
teaching  and  practice  space  in  the 
School  of  Dentistry. 

•  $1,996,000  for  renovation  of 
the  upper  floors  of  McGuire  Hall. 
This  appropriation  is  in  addition 
to  the  Center  for  Innovative 
Technology  appropriation  for  the 
renovation  of  the  first  floor  of 
McGuire  Hall. 

Ware  noted  the  diligent  work  of 
W.  Roy  Smith  (B.S.  pharmacy 
'41),  rector  of  the  VCU  Board  of 
Visitors,  and  the  helpfulness  of 
Senators  Edward  E.  Willey  (B.S. 
pharmacy  '30),  Hunter  B.  An- 
drews, William  Parkerson,  John 
Buchanan,  Delegates  Frank  Hall, 
Robert  Ball,  Alson  H.  Smith,  Earl 
Dickinson,  all  of  the  Richmond 
metropolitan  delegation.  Presi- 
dent Edmund  F.  Ackell,  and 
members  of  the  Virginia  Dental 
Association. 

Alumnus  Is 
Sanger  Lecturer 

David  G.  Williamson,  M.H.A.  '57, 
gave  the  22nd  Annual  Sanger 
Lecture  on  the  MCV  Campus  on 
March  21 . 

Vice-chairman  of  the  Hospital 
Corporation  of  America,  William- 
son has  the  company-wide 
functional  responsibility  for 
growth/acquisitions  activities, 
planning  and  marketing,  physi- 
cian relations  and  practice  en- 
hancement, external  management 
regarding  government  affairs  and 
public  relations,  and  marketing/ 
development  support  to  operating 
units. 

In  the  lecture,  he  gave  the 
business  side  of  the  controversy 


over  the  growing  incursion  of 
business  in  the  medical  field. 

Williamson  also  is  serving  as 
chairman  of  a  $1.5  million  fund- 
raising  drive  for  the  School  of 
Allied  Health  Professions.  Funds 
raised  through  this  effort  will  be 
used  to  renovate  the  old  Shelter- 
ing Arms  Hospital  and  to  provide 
education,  research,  and  service 
programs  for  students  as  well  as 
for  practicing  health  care  profes- 
sionals.

Computerized 

The  university's  Library  Services, 
of  which  Tompkins-McCaw 
Library  is  a  part,  now  has  avail- 
able to  the  public  a  computerized 
library  catalog,  one  of  the  few 
such  systems  in  the  state. 

The  Automated  Library  Infor- 
mation System,  known  as  ALIS, 
is  designed  to  allow  users  easy 
access  to  the  largest  library 
collection  in  Central  Virginia. 
Linking  collections  at  the 
Tompkins-McCaw  Library  and  at 
the  James  Branch  Cabell  Library 
on  the  Academic  Campus,  ALIS 
can  search  by  author,  subject, 
title,  a  combination  of  authors, 
titles,  or  call  number.  The  system 
also  can  give  circulation  informa- 
tion such  as  location  and  due  date 
if  the  item  has  been  checked  out.

Genes- Anxiety  Tie 
Subject  of  Study 

The  MCV  Campus  has  been 
awarded  a  $1.7  million  federal 
grant  to  answer  the  long-standing 
mental  health  question:  How 
much  does  genetic  makeup  or 
stress  figure  in  causing  anxiety 
and  depression? 

Researchers  in  the  project  are 
Dr.  Kenneth  S.  Kendler,  associate 
professor  of  psychiatry  and 
director  of  the  Psychiatric  Genet- 
ics Research  Program;  Dr.  Lindon 
Eaves,  assistant  professor  of 
human  genetics;  Dr.  Andrew 
Heath,  professor  of  human 
genetics;  Dr.  Nicholas  Martin, 
assistant  professor  of  human 
genetics;  and  Dr.  Ron  Kessler,  a 
professor  at  the  University  of 
Michigan's  Institute  for  Social 
Research. 

This  four-year  MCV  Campus 
project  is  thought  to  be  the  first 
time  that  genes  and  environment 
have  been  studied  together  to 
determine  how  much  each 
influences  the  cause  of  depression 
and  anxiety. 

Board  Acts 

On  South  Africa 

The  VCU  Board  of  Visitors 
recently  passed  a  resolution 
unamiously  calling  for  divestment 
in  companies  that  do  business  in 
or  with  South  Africa  if  those 
companies  have  not  signed  the 
Sullivan  Principles. 

Developed  in  1977  by  the  Rev. 
Leon  Sullivan,  a  member  of  the 
General  Motors  Corporation's 
board  of  directors,  the  Sullivan 
Principles  call  for  a  number  of 
changes  in  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  that  would  lead  to  an  end 
to  apartheid,  the  country's  official 
policy  of  racial  segregation. 

According  to  the  resolution,  all 
of  the  university's  investments  in 
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Newsmakers 


companies  dealing  with  or  in 
South  Africa  will  be  reviewed. 
Investments  in  companies  that 
adhere  to  the  Sullivan  Principles 
would  be  continued.  The  policies 
and  practices  of  companies  that 
don't  follow  the  principles  will  be 
reviewed  individually,  with  the 
board  divesting  in  those  lacking  a 
commitment  of  equal  treatment. 

MCV  Hospitals 
Has  MRI  Scanner 

A  six-ton  magnetic  resonance 
imaging  (MRI)  scanner  has 
become  operational  in  Main 
Hospital.  MCVH  projects  that 
more  than  eight  patients  a  day 
will  benefit  from  the  new  technol- 
ogy that  is  regarded  as  a  rapidly 
emerging  technique  providing 
high  quality  images  of  the  body 
and  much  more  diagnostic 
information  than  any  of  the  more 
conventional  imaging  techniques. 

The  $1.4  million  MRI  scanner 
uses  powerful  magnets  and  radio 
frequency  signals  rather  than 
radiation  to  generate  computer- 
ized internal  images  of  the  body. 
It  is  expected  to  aid  in  the  diagno- 
ses of  brain  injuries,  liver  and 
prostate  cancer,  and  diseases  such 
as  multiple  sclerosis.  The  MRI 
scanner  also  can  detect  central 
nervous  system  abnormalities, 
eliminating  the  need  for  the 
spinal  tap  procedure,  and  assist  in 
the  treatment  of  stroke  by  provid- 
ing detailed  anatomical  pictures 
and  insight  into  the  physiology  of 
blood  flow.  It  can  provide  images 
of  soft  tissues  in  the  kidney, 
thorax,  and  abdomen. 


Dr.  Esrafil  Abedi,  associate 
professor.  Department  of  Otolar- 
yngology, was  accepted  into  the 
American  College  of  Surgeons 
recently. 

Dr.  Thomas  Barker,  dean.  School 
of  Allied  Health  Professions,  has 
been  appointed  to  the  American 
Medical  Association's  committee 
on  allied  health  education  accredi- 
tation. 

Dr.  Joseph  Boykin,  assistant 
professor  of  plastic  surgery,  has 
shown  in  animal  research  that 
cimetidine,  the  generic  name  of 
Tagamet,  a  drug  taken  by  millions 
of  people  to  prevent  ulcers, 
shows  promise  of  being  useful  in 
saving  the  lives  of  burn  victims. 
Dr.  Boykin,  who  has  studied 
burn  shock  since  the  mid-1970s, 
says  the  intravenous  administra- 
tion of  cimetidine  greatly  reduces 
a  patient's  chances  of  going  into 
burn  shock.  Thus,  the  mortality 
rate  of  burn  patients  could  be 
reduced,  wounds  should  heal 
quicker,  and  hospital  stays  would 
be  shorter. 

Dr.  S.  Gaylen  Bradley,  dean  of 
the  School  of  Basic  Health  Sci- 
ences, has  been  elected  to  a 
second  term  as  treasurer  of  the 
American  Society  of  Microbiology, 
the  nation's  largest  life  science 
organization  representing  the 
professions  of  microbiology  and 
immunology.
